President Vetoes ‘Soldier Bowes Measure 


SENATE E EXPECTED 
0 SUSTAIN VETO 
WITHIN FEW DAYS 


Harding’s Message Says 
He Approves “Avowed 
Purpose,” But He Disap- 
proves Provisions of Bill. 


WOULD HURT CREDIT 
OF NATION, HE SAYS 


Unwarranted Distribu- 
tion, Adding to Public 
Debt, Would Establish 
Dangerous Precedent.

Washington, September 19.—Presi- 
dent Harding vetoed the_ soldiers’ 
bonus bill today, informing congress in 
a written message that while he was 
in accord with “the avowed purpose” 
of the measure he did not subscribe 
to its provisions. 

The executive action was regarded 
generally in Washington as making 
improbable :. bonus for the world war 
veterans, at least for some time to 
come, as it appeared to be almost cer- 
tain that the veto would be sustained 
by the senate. A vote in the house 
wis planned for tomorrow with senate» 
action to follow later in the day or on 
Thursday. 

Mr. Harding set forth a number of 
reasons for returning the bill to the 
house without his approval. These 
included: 

Reasons for Veto. 

Failure of congress to provide a 
means of financing. 

That inevitably the benus would 
mean increased taxation, . | 

That the legislation would wipe out 
everything thus far accomplished to 
reduce government mts ais aut 
wherever possible. 

That a ycace bestowal. on ‘the ex- 
service men was “a perversion of pub- 
lic funds” and suggested “‘that future 
defenst is to be inspired by compensa- 
tion rather than consciousness of 
duty to flag and country.” | 

That to add one-sixth of the total 
sum of the public: debt for distribu- 
tion among less than’ 5,000,000 of 
110,000,000 people would undermine 
confidence on which the nation’s 
crédit was builded, and “establish the 
precédent of distributing public 
funds whenever the proposal and the 
numbers affected make it seem potit- 
ically appealing to do so.’ sa 

Would Mean Borrewing. 

That the $10,000,000,000 of matur- 
ing public debt in the next six years 
would be- difficult to meet without 
adding the complication of added bor- 
rowings on account of a bonus. 

That the adjusted certificate plan 
of payment with its bank and govern- 
ment loans was little less than a cer- 
tified inability of the government to 
pay and a “practice of sacrificial 
barter” by the veterans. 

That the bonus would not diminish 
the later obligation in the way of 
pensions to the world war veterans. 

Asserting that this obligation 
would “cost more billions than I ven- 
ture to suggest,” the president declar- 
ed that “a national financial policy 
today is necessary to make the nation 
ready for the expenditure which is 
certain to be required in the ceming 


years,” 
Care of Disabled, 

Mr. Harding also called attention 
to the sums now being expended for 
the care of the diseased, disabled or 
dependent and asserted that the total 
cost of this work, with insurance-lia. | 
bility’ added, probably would exceed 
$25,000,000,000. 

Only once did the president refer 
to the interest on the foreign debt out 
of which proponents of the bonus have 
contended it could be paid. He told 
congress that the govergment was fac- 
ing a deficit of $650,000,000 during 
the current fiscal year and a further 
‘ deficit for the year succeeding, “even 
after counting upon all interest col- 
lections on foreign indebtedness which 
the government is likely to receive.” 

Cost Unknown. 

As to the immediate and ultimate 
cost of the bonus, Mr. Harding-said 
this was not definitely known. Treas- 
ury estimates, based on what seemed 
the most likely exercise of the options, 
he continued, figured the direct cost 
at $795,000,000 for the first four years 
and a total cost in excess of $4,000,- 
000,000. He added that no estimate 
of “the larger pent cost” ever had 
been made. 

The veto meapage was transmitted 
to the house by a white house mes- 
senger and its reading by a clerk was 
begun seven minutes after its deliv- 
ery at 3:10 p. m. There was a full

Payable and Rediscounts 
Drop $26,000,000. 


Within one year state banks in’ 


Georgia have’ gone through a period 
of liquidation which has, been siic- 


cessful from every point of view and 
the state as a whole is in splendid 
financial condition, considering the 
jmany obstacles that have been, faced 
by bankers and business men, accord- 
ing to T. R. Bennett, superintendent 
of the state banking department, who 
made public figures Tuesday which 
support his assertrons. Mr. Bennett 
shows that loans and discounts of 
these banks have been reduced by 
$35,000,000 from the figures last year. 

“They have been saying that Geor- 
gia was broke but the figures I 
have obtained show just the opposite” | 
Mr. Bennett said. ‘We are not even 
crippled andthe liquidation period 
yhas been passed with splendid suc- 
cess.” 


Reduce Rediscounts. 
‘The banks have not onfy reduced 
loans and discounts by $35,000,000 


rediscounts by $26; placing 
approximately $10,000 in the re- 
gerve fund. Another great aceom-| 
plishment. of the year is the reduction 
of overdrafts in these banks from 
$819,224 in 1921 to $185,549 in 1922,. 
a reduction of $133,674. 

“The reduction in overdrafts is an- 
other sign. of the healthy conditions 
prevailing now as compared to one 
year ago,” Mr. Bennett said. “The 
trend is such now as to indicate that 
overdrafts will be reduced still further 
in the future and we hope soon to 
eliminate them entirely.” 

Mr. Bennett pointed out that Geor- 
gia state banks now have $481,081 
more in reserves held out of the state 
than are due to banks out of the stute. 
The figdres compiled by Mr. Bennett 
were from statements of the condition 
of the banks as of June 20, 1922 
compared to June 20, 1921.

Where the materials enter the 
kiln, the temperature is 1,000 de- 
grees Fahrenheit or more. As they 
tumble over and over on théir 
3-hour journey through the kiln 
in the face of the flame, they rise 
gradually toatemperature of 2,500 
to 3,000 degrees—more heat than 
is required for almost any other 
industrial process. 


The workman, watching through 
his peephole in the end of the kiln, 
must wear smoked glasses. It is 


like looking at the sun. 


And if you speak to him, you must 
shout close to his ear to be heard 
above the roar of the flames. 


In a big cement plant, there will 
be a dozen or more of these kilns, 
roaring and revolving side by side 
in one great room. 


A medium-sized kiln’s output is 
25 barrels an hour, and in that 
time 3,500 pounds of coal must be 
blown into it. 
You may have seen the great smoke 
in rows over a cement plant. 
There is a stack for every kiln,and four 
kilns make a medium-sized plant, with 
3,000 barrels capacity a day or there- 
abouts. When you see four of these 
stacks together, you can know that 
enough coal or equivalent fuel is being 
burned in the kilns beneath to supply 
the electricity for the homes, streets, 
shops and industries of three ordinary 
cities of 20,000 inhabitants each. 
In a certain town of 12,000 inhabitants 
there is a 4-kiln plant where the heat 
lost through the stacks, because of the 
great temperature and draft 
below, would, if it could be captured, 
supplythree times the electric light and 
power used by all the rest of the town.

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| Building Program © 
Plans Announced 
For Georgia Tech 


Work on One Structure Has 
Already Been Started. 
Pledges Being Paid. 


_A building program, more erxten- 
sive than that of any other Southern 
college or university, and perhaps sec- 
ond to none in the United States, 
was announced Tuesday afternoon for 
Georgia Tech by Dr. M. L. Brittain, 
president of the institution. This 
program includes the erection of eight 
new and massive buildings, and the re- 


compose the Greater Georgia Tech to 
which the people throughout the 
country subscribed over $1,700,000. 
Detailed work on the program is 
aiready under way, one of the new 
buildings, the Carnegie Physics build- 
ing. is in the course of construction, 
ahd the others will be built as rap- 
idly as the funds subscribed in the 
Greater Georgia Tech campaign are 
obtained from. the subscribers through- 
out Georgia and the south. 

The Physics building will be com- | 
pleted by the beginning of the second 
session of this school year. The first 
$35,000 spent on this building will 
come from generous subscribers. to 
the Greater Georgia Tech fund to 
meet the requirement of the Carnegi* 
Corporation, which subscribed $150,- 


Chemistry Building Next. 

The next building to be erected will 
be a chemistry building, fully equip- 
ped for the teaching of the most mod- 
ern application of chemistry. The 
other buildings planned include a corn- 
merce and architecture building, a 
quadrangle of dormitories, an auditer- 
ium capable of seating 3,000 persons, 
and perhaps a separate gymnasium. 
In the event that any of these build- 
ings are erected by means of legisla- 
tive or other funds, additional need- 
ed expansions will be made on the 
campus by the Greater Georgia Tech 
funds. 

Acquisition of additional real es- 
tate necessary for the campus, the 
rearranging of certain parts of the 
campus for greater efficiency, and the 
repairing and remodelling of addi- 
tional buildings also will be made pos- 
sible by the Greater Georgia Tech 
funds. 

All of the new buildings will be 
of the English renaissance design, 
which engineers and architects have 
agreed is the most suitable for the 
school, and all the expansion will be 
made with the view of providing ad- 
ditional room in order that a greater 
number of students may be trained 
for the industrial development of 
Georgia. 

Will Be Fully Equipped. 
All the new buildings will be fully 
equipped, and upon the completion of 
the Greater Georgia Tech building 
program Tech officials predict that 
the school will be second to none of its 
kind in America if sufficient state 
funds are provided to operate the in- 
stitution at its highest efficiency. In 
planning the building program, Rob- 
ert & Company, architects, designed 
each building with the view of making 
‘t most practical for the teaching of 
engineering and technical science, in 
arder that “The Greater Georgia Tech 
will mean a Greater Industrial 
Georgia.” 
With the exception of the $190,- 
000 given toward the construction of 
the physics building, the entire sums 
that will be expended were obtained 
from friends and alumni of Tech in 
ewery part of America, through the 
Greater Georgia Tech campaign that 
recently. concluded. This campaign 
was conduéted upon the principle that 
a “Greater Georgia Tech meant a 
Greater Industrial Georgia,” and at- 
tracted wide interest all over the coun- 
try. 
Since the conclusion of the campaign 
the work has been going on in the col- 
lection of pledges, and other details of 
the movement. Although not all the 
money subscribed is yet in the cam- 
paign offices, Tech authorities feel 
that all of it will be forthcoming from 
the people active in the movement, and 
the building program on that basis has 
been planned, 
The building will be carried on in 
such a manner as to assure the great- 
est efficiency, and it wil] be sometime 
before the last of the new buildings 
planned is completed. Each new unit 
will be added in careful relation to the 
other buildings in order that the whole 
will be united and systematic. 


Has Been Well Invested. 


In‘his announcement of the building 
program, Dr. Brittain declared that he 
fully believed “every subscriber to the 
Gréater Georgia Tech will feel that his 
monty has been invested in something 
that will mean the growth of the entire 
state, and heritage to unborn gen- 
erations. The Greater Georgia Tech 
as planned will constitute a great en- 
hancement to the industrial develop- 
ment and prosperity of the entire 
state of Georgia. 

“It will be the means of many more 
Georgia boys obtaining a_ technical 
education for the development of their 
native state, and, if coupled with the 
Greater Georgia Tech, there is more 
active interest on the part of the state 
legislature and the men of wealth in 
the state in education. I believe that 
Georgia will soon have the same rank 
in education she now has in natural 
resources. Today , Georgia stands 
among the very first among the states 
in resources and forty-third in educa- 
tion, and I know of nothing that will 
do more to lessen this great difference 
between education and resources than 
the completion of the Greater Georgia 
Tech building program I have the 
pleasnre of announcing this after- 
noon.”

1 
hope everyone will show continued co- 
operation and that the success of this 
campaign will result in decreasing the 
number of aécidents in Atlanta for 
months to come. In keeping with the 
others who have expressed themselves 
along these lines. I should like to urge 
everybody in Atlanta ta be especially 
careful of avoiding accidents this week

On Soldier Bonus Bill 


Message 


Washington, September 19.—Presi- 
dent Harding’s bonus veto message 
follows: 

“To the House of Representatives: 
Herewith is returned without approv- 
al, H. R. 10874, a bill ‘to previde ad- 
justed compensation for the veterans 
of the world war and for other pur 


“With the avowed purpose of the 
bill to give expression of a nation’s 
gratitude to those who served in its 
defense in the world war, I am in ac 
cord, but to its provisions I do not 
subscribe. The United States never 
will cease to be grateful; it cannot 
and never will cease giving expres- 
sion to that gratitude.- 

Dangerous Preceden 

“In legislating for what is called 
adjusted compensation, congress fgil- 
ed, first of all, to provide the reve- 
nue from which the bestowal is to| 
be paid. © Moreover, it establishes the | 
very dangerous precedent of creating 
& treasury covenant to pay, which puts 
a burden, variously estimated be- 
tween four and five billions, upon 
the American people, not to discharge 
an obligation, which the government 
always must pay, but to bestow a b 
nus which the soldiers themsel, 
while serving in the world war did 


not expect. 
“Tt is not to be denied that the na- 


tion has certain very binding obliga- 
tions to. those of its defenders who 
made real sacrifices in the world war 
and who left the armies injured, dis- 
abled or diseased so that they could 
not resume their places in the nor- 
mal activities of life. These obli- 
gations are being gladly and gener- 
ously met. Perhaps, here and there 
are inefficiencies and injustices and 
some distressing instances of neglect, 
but they are all unintentional and 
every energy is being directed to their 
earliest possible correction. 
Present Costs. 


“In meeting this obligation there 
is no complaint about the heavy cost. 
In the current fiscal year we are 
expending $510,000,000 on hospital- 
ization and care of sick and wounded, 
on compensation and vocational train- 
ing for the disabled, and for insur- 
ance, The figures do not include 
the more than $35,000,000 in process 
of expenditure on hospital construc- 
tion.

“Four hundred and sixteen thous- 
sand awards of compensation have 
been made on account of death or 
disability and $480,000,000 have been 
paid to disabled men or their depend- 
ent relatives.

gations. : 

“I recite the figures to remind the 
congress how generously and how 
properly it has opened the treasurty 
doors to discharge the obligations of 
the nation to those to whom it indis- 
putably owes compensation and care. 
Though undying gratitude is the meed 
of every one who served, it is not to be 
said that a material bestowal is an 
obligation to those who émerged from 
the great conflict not only unharmed 
but physically, mentally and spiritual- 
ly richer for the great experience. ‘If 
an obligation were to be admitted, it 
would be to charge the adjusted com- 
pensation bill with inadequacy and 
stinginess wholly unbecoming our. re- 
public. Such a bestowal, to be worth 
while, must be generous and without 
apology. Clearly the bill returned 
herewith takes cognizance of the in- 
ability of the government wisely to 
bestow and says, in substance, ‘we 
do not have the cash, we do not be- 
lieve, in a tax levy to meet. the situa- 
tion but here is our note, you may 
have our credit for half its worth. 
This is not compensation, but rather 
a pledge by the congress, while the 
executive branch of the government 
is left to provide for payments fall- 
ing due in ever increasing amounts. 


Suggested Sales Tax. 

“When the bill was under consid- 
eration in the house I expressed the 
conviction that any grant of bonus 
ought to provide the means of paying 
it and I was unable to suggest any 
plan other than that of a general 
sales tax. Such a plan was _ unac- 
ceptable to the congress and the bill 
has been enacted without even a sug- 
gested means of meeting the cost. In- 
deed the cost is not definitely known, 
either for the immediate future or in 
the ultimate settlement. The treas- 
ury estimates, based on what seeins 
the most likely exercise of the op- 
tions, figures the direct cost at a 
roximately $145.000,000, for 1923; 
$225,000,000 for 1924; $114.000,000 
for 1925; $812,000,000 for 1926, mak- 
ing a total of $795,000,000 for the 
first four years of its operation, and a 
total cost in excess of $4,000,000, 
No estimate of the large indirect cost 
ever has been made. The certificate 
plan sets up no reserve against the 
ultimate liability. The plan avoids 
any considerable direct outlay by the 
government during the earlier years 
of the bill’s proposed operations, but 
the loans on the certificates would 
be floated on the credit of the na- 
tion. This is borrowing on the na- 
tion’s credit just as truly as though 
the loans were made by direct gov- 
ernment “borrowing, and_ involves a 
dangerous abuse of public. credit. 
Moreover, the certificate plan of pay- 
ment is little less than certified in 
ability of the government to pay and 
invites 9 practice of sacrificial barter 
which EF cannot sanction.

Further informal canvasses of the 
serate membershf) today were said 
to have disclosed a lineup of 84, or 
two more than the one-third neces- 
sary to sustain the veto. Two otber 
senators were counted as doubtful. 
The expectation was that about 15 
senators favorable to the bonus would 
be absent with only 3 or 4 of the op- 
ponents away. 


Harrison Caustic. 

There was brief discussion of the 
bonus in the senate while the presi- 
dent’s message was being read to the 
heuse. _ Senator Harrison, democrat, 
Mississippi, charged that some repub- 
lican senators who had supported the 
measure had been “as busy as bees 
corralling votes to sustain the presi- 
dent.” He also declared that the re- 
publicans were “breaking promises 
and repudiating pledges” on the bonus 
and that the veterans were being 
“slapped by the president ignoring the 
will of the people and the expres- 
sions of both branches of congress.” 

Before sending his messag: to the 
house, President Harding e@ ntinued 
his conferences with senator. He 
invited to the white house Senators 
Cameron, of Arizona; Norbeck, of 
South Dakota; Oddie, of Nevada, and 
Stanfield, of Oregon, republican. sup- 
porters of the bonus, hey said aft- 
erwards the executive had asked them 
to give especial attention to figures he 
would present in his message regard- 
ing the financial conditions of the 
government and the burden the bonus 
would entail upon the treasury, 

_ Appeal byMacNider. 

A final appeal to congress to en- 
act the bonus was made tonight by 
Hanford MacNider, national command- 
er of the American Legion. 

“It is our firm belief.” he said in 
a formal statement, “that the econom- 
ic rehabilitation of tie veteran igs so 
necessary to the welfare of the coun- 
try that immediate passage of this bill] 
should not be delayed.

THE DEADLY CROSSING. 

Coincident with the observance 
of ‘Safety First Week” in Atlanta 
the American Railway association, 
which is conducting a nation-wide 
“Careful Crossing’ campaign, makes 
public some interesting information 
bearing upon the peril that lurks 
where railroad and highway inter- 
sect. 

Under the direction of the asso- 
' ciation observers were stationed at 
300 grade crossings that are not 
protected by gates, on fifty-two 
Class. 1 railroads throughout the 
United States, on last July 15 and 
16, and a careful check was made 
as to the demeanor of automobile 
drivers in crossing the tracks. 

The results of these observations, 
while interesting, are anything but 
complimentary to the Judgment, 
prudence or thoughtfulness of the 
' auto drivers involved. 

They show that of a total of 
306,306 automobiles that passed 
over the crossings under check the 
drivers of only 6,706 stopped to 
make sure the track was clear and 
the crossing safe, and the drivers 
of 156,607—more than half—*“ap- 
. parently made no observations what- 
ever while approaching or passing 
over the rails,” in the language of 
the report as it appears in “‘Rail- 
road Data,” of September 14. 

The report goes on to Say: 

“The fact, however, was also de- 
veloped that but 26,453 of the ob- 
gerved automobiles passed over the 
crossings at a higher rate of esti- 
mated speed than twenty miles an 
hour. This is highly creditable to 
the average driver, and, in itself. 
shows a recognition of the necessity 

for careful driving.” 


But the mere reduction of speed 
is not sufficient safeguard against 
an accident at a grade crossing. 

The only way for the driver to 
_ make sure of safety is to stop; or, 
© at least, to slow down, look to the 
2 right and to the left, then, if no 
- train is in sight, to cross in second 
- or first gear in order to minimize 
the danger of his engine stalling on 
| the railroad track. 
| Every one of the numerous cross- 

ing smash-ups of which the public 
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In every instance the man at the 
steering wheel either forgot to make 
sure of a clear track, neglected to 


protect his own life and those of his- 


passengers by obeying the primal 
instinct of nature—that of self- 
preservation—or, cognizant of the 
danger, “thaught he could make it’”’ 
and took a dare-devil chance! 

As the railroad association bulle- 
tin truthfully suggests— 

“There is still much to be done to 
impress drivers with their obligation 
to approach and cross over railroad 
tracks with great care, particularly 
when it is remembered that prac- 
tically all automobiles contain inno- 
cent potential victims if carelessness 
follows.” 


The railroads of the country are 
doing all that it is within their 
power to do to protect human life 
on their rights of way; and the 
motoring public can consistently do 
no less than to co-operate with 
them to that end. 


THE BONUS VETO. 


In vetoing the soldier bonus bill 
President Harding did what every- 
body expected him to do, and the 
only thing he consistently could 
have done under the circumstances. 

Before the bill was voted upon 
in either house of congress, the 
president put its proponents on no- 
tice that if it were passed without 
provision being made for financing 
the expenditures contemplated, he 
would veto it. 

Congress enacted the measure, 
knowing that the president would 
veto it. 

its supporters sought to fool the 
veterans of the world war by mak- 
ing an appearance of deep-seated 
interest in their welfare, obviously 
expecting to gain the reciprocal 
suppoft of the soldiers and their 
households at the polls this fall. 

They knew that the country {s 
burdened with taxatioa, almost to 
the breaking point; that the treas- 
ury of the nation is in no condi- 
tion to meet the demands that are 
now confronting it, to say nothing 
of additional drains. 

They knew that the inclusion of 
a provision for the financing of a 
soldiers’ service bonus would entail 
increased taxation. 

So, seeking to avoid alienating the 
good will of business and of the 
tax-paying masses, and at the same 
time to curry favor with the “sol- 
dier vote,’ they passed the bonus 
bill without making provision for 
paying the contemplated bonus, 
knowing that the president would 
prevent it from becoming law, and 
trusting that their real motive would 
escape detection.

In short the 
subject’s state is strikingly «similar to 
the state of hypnotism. We might 
say the sleep walker is hypnotized by 
his own subconsciousness. But that 
is getting in pretty deep—I’m not at 
all sure it means anything, but I men- 
tion it because ‘it has a sort of scien- 
tifie ring, don’t you think. This is a 
psychological subject, like old Doctor 
Doyle’s Perfectly Palpable Ectoplasm. 

A sleep walker’s eyes are usually 
open, but the pupils do not dilate in 
the dark and contract in the light, 
as do the pupils of a waking person’s 
eyes. The face has a blank expres- 
sion or rather is expressionless. Talk- 
ing in sleep is a minor degree of 
somnambulism. The sleep talker or 
sleep walker has no recollection of 
his somnambulistic acts in his wak- 
ing hours. 

Why folks talk or walk in their 
sleep is the question that will show 
my ignorance. Medical authorities 
blame a neurotic inheritance for if, 
much as bad actors blame grand 
father for their hard livers. Sleep 
walking, like pimples and ivy poison- 
ing, occurs chiefly among youths 
because youths are so active and 
busy, and for no other reason that I 
know. 

The suggestion of sleepwalking, in 
a discussion of the subject late at 
night, has led to its manifestation.

She can absolutely determine 
for all of them the “temporary alli- 
ance” for the “extraordinary emer- 
gency” now existing the world over. 
Why, then, should any true Christian 
or altruistic American hesitate or 
object? 

We are the only people that God

The Only Way to 
Stop Bootlegging 


(From the Spokesman-Review.) 

Judge Clifford. at Wenatchee on the 9th 
dealt a heavy blow against bootlezging and 
in defense of the prohfbitory laws. The 
judge, when sentence was pronounced against 
two bootleggers, instead of imposing mere 
fines, sentenced the violators of the law 
to imprisonment in the state penitentiary 
- terms ranging between one year and 
ive. 

This is the proper course to pursue. It 
fs the sole course that holds ont hope of 
succeeding in enforcement of the laws 
ngainst the illegal manufacture and sale of 
intoxicating drink. 

The illicit manufacture of intoxicants, 
the illegal sale of them and .he numbers 
of bootleggers are all Jarge and all grow- 
ing. Stiff fines against convicted offend- 
ers have been imposed repeatedly, but 


‘they avail nothing. The bootlegcer can af- 


ford them and only laughs at them. 

Fines are not enongh and do not suffice 
to meet the emergency of the situation. 
The sole penalty that the bhootlegger dis- 
likes and dreads is a prolonged sojourn in 
jail. This stops his business and dries away 
his profits, ¢ 

If the prohibitory laws are to be en- 
force and. bootlergging diminished to the 
minimum there must be stern d€etermina- 
tion on the part of all the officials, federal, 
state and local, to use the sentence of im- 
prisonment and railroad the bvotlegger to 
jail or prison.

Interests Sulgrave Party| 


BY LOUISE DOOLY. 

What the women of America are 
thinking, proved to be a subject of in- 
terest to the. Sulgrave mission, At- 
lanta’s guests all day Tuesday, which 
seemed only secondary in importance, 
in the minds of the visitors, to the at- 
titude of the men of America on gteat 
national and international issues. 

What is the attitude of the women 
oi America towards prohibition and 
law enforcement, the English visitors 
wanted to know, while they were 
frank to say there is more drink- 
‘ing in America than in England. But 
keener still were they to find out the 
feeling of the women on the American 
policy of political isolation. “For 
you have great influence,” they con- 
tended. : 

The representatives of the great 
British press were especially eager 
for “impressions,” and no representa- 
tive of the Atlanta newspapers was 
half so busy interviewing the visitinz 
celebrities as were Harold Spender, 

ublicist and editor, and Captain de 

oto, writer and political essayist, 
interviewing the Atlantans. 

Atlanta women, hostesses to the 
Sulgrave party, were ready with the 
information sought, and there were 
exchanges rather bri"iant in their 
breadth of view and __ irness, when 
these hostesses explained that Ameri- 
can women the country over, which- 
ever great party they had aligned 
themselves with, were almost one in 
their desire for a League of Nations, 
or at least some great international 
union for friendship. : 

“Sy far we must admit the isola- 
tion, however,” said one brilliant At- 
lantan, “since women so long for 
peace that they draw back from 
alignments that might through their 
very extension of international frend- 
ships mean taking up other people's 
quarrels. A world viewpoint among 
women is not yet the popular, but 
rather the isolated viewpoint, although 
American women are striving hard 
and making some progress in getting 
away from what Franklin Lane 580 
aptly described recently in a maga- 
zine utterance,. when he said that 
the women of America are stil] not 
broad in their viewpoint. They have 
not learned to ‘think generally. 

Visit to Agnes Scott. 

Intensely interested were those 
Englishmen who had in a vague way 
thought of women’s clubs as still mere- 
ly social or cultural, to find their 
wide ramifications into civics and 
public welfare and education, dur- 
ing the brief visit to Agnes cott 
college, where Sir Charles W akefield, 
addressing the students, made these 
throngs of fresh young faces serious 
when he tolg them that on them rests 
the future of the world. But they 
were not serious for long. The bur- 
den soon tolled off, and they sent 
the visitors away full of smiles over 
their songs, their cheers, their good 


will. :

for the colonies even before the Decla- 
ration of Independence, and she told 
delightful stories of the American ad- 
miration in present days for James 
Brvce. 

Then Lady Hawarth was intro- 


duced—the first woman Justice of the 
Peace in England. Tall and slender, 
with a voice as gentle and as cul- 
tured as we like to think is’ typical 
of the southern voice, she commanded 
a rapt attention. Admitting that she 
had not been cordial to the thought 
of coming south. she declared her tour 
of southern cities and her visit finally 
in Atlanta had made her feel as if 
in coming south she were coming 
home.

Refreshingly 
gentle and modestly charming, these 
retiring qualities seemed -to deprive 
her not at all of the very personal 
interest of army officers, and Legion- 
naires in “mufti” as she would

Power Given President. 
This bill marks a distinct departure 


in American tariff making, in that 
the president is given authority over 


taxes at the customs house, On inves- 


tigation he may increase or decrease 
any rate in the bill by 50 per cent 
should that be necessary to equalize 
the difference, based on the cost of 
production. 

In addition, the executive may de- 
clare American valuation’as the basis 
of assessing ad valorem duties. In 
the event that such a basis were used 
the duties could not be increased, 
but the experts estimate that the 
actual change from the foreign valu- 
ation to the American valuation 
would bring about an average increase 
of 100 per cent in the rates. After 
declaring such vaetuation the presi- 
dent could, however, reduce any duty 
by 50 per cent. 

The tariff commission is authorized 
to assist the president in carrying 
out these so-called flexible tariff pro- 
visions, and Wetld make exhaustive 
Investigations aid hold publie hear- 
ings.
